“Eternal  vigilance  is  the  price  of 
liberty.”  declared  a  wise  man  in  the 
long  ago.  Our  forefathers  realized  this, 
and  acted  accordingly.  Will  liberty- 
loving  Americans  awake  in  time  to 
safeguard  the  liberties  which  our 
fathers  have  passed  on  to  us? 

Protestants  and  Other  Americans 
United  for  Separation  of  Church  and 
State,  organized  in  Washington  in 
January.  1948.  and  now  generally  re¬ 
ferred  to  as  POAU,  earnestly  appeals 
to  all  liberty  -  loving  Americans  to 
awake  to  the  sinister  encroachments 
upon  the  cherished  citadel  of  reli¬ 
gious  liberty  in  numerous  situations 
throughout  our  country  and  parti¬ 
cularly  in  Senate  Bill  246.  Section  Six, 
now  pending  and  likely  to  be  voted 
upon  immediately.

Jewish  and  other  American 
groups.  POAU  respectfully  calls  upon 
Congress  to  defeat  the  attempt  of  the 
Roman  Catholic  hierarchy  or  any  other 
church  group  to  secure  public  funds  for 
parochial  schools  as  permitted  by  S.  246, 
Section  Six.  We  further  urge  that  In

LAYMEN  MAKE  VISITS 
FOR  PASTORS 

BUFFALO,  N.  Y.  _<RNS>—  Men 
and  women  of  Kenmore  Methodist 
church  here  lighten  the  burden  of 
their  pastors  by  doing  most  of  the 
visitation  work  themselves. 

For  more  than  two  years  several 
hundred  couples  have  made  personal 
calls  at  the  homes  of  other  members. 
If  Johnny  gets  sick  or  a  family  runs 
low  on  food  or  clothing,  they  report 
to  the  church  office.  Instant  steps  are 
taken  to  lend  a  helping  hand. 

Since  the  program  started  650  per¬ 
sons  have  Joined  the  church,  which 
today  has  a  membership  of  2,200.  Lay 
visitors  can  take  much  credit  for  this 
Increase  because  they  always  inquire 
about  persons  without  church  affilia¬ 
tion  in  the  neighborhood. 

The  names  of  unchurched  families 
are  given  to  the  pastor  who  makes 
follow-up  calls. 

“Callers  are  urged  to  find  ways  or 
knowing  our  people,  ways  to  win  their 
love  and  respect  and  to  convince 
them  that  we  have  a  sincere  Interest 
in  them,”  Pastor  Guyer  said.  "This 
4s  not  a  substitute  for  regular  pasto¬ 
ral  visitation,  but  an  effort  to  make 
the  pastor's  work  more  effective."

Promoted  In  1926 

WAS  A  BASIC  PURPOSE 
OF  COOPERATIVE  PROGRAM

Ray  there  is  never  a  new  idea;  merely 
adaptations  of  old  ones. 

Such  seems  to  be  true  as  regards 
the  fifty-fifty  division  of  money  hand¬ 
led  by  Southern  Baptist  churches.  Now 
—  in  1949  —  as  gears  are  set  for  em¬ 
phasis  on  the  equal  division  of  church 
income  for  local  expense  and  mission 
and  benevolent  causes  under  the  cam¬ 
paign  slogan  “Fifty- fifty  by  1950," 
someone  turns  up  with  an  October 
1926  xopy  of  Baptist  Bulletin  Ser¬ 
vice  pleading  for  the  same  thing  then. 

The  division  of  the  Baptist  dollar 
one -half  to  local  expenses  and  one- 
half  to  missions  and  benevolences  was 
recommended  to  the  churches  In  1926 
by  the  Cooperative  Program  Commis¬ 
sion.  a  group  named  by  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  to  set  up  and  pro¬ 
mote  the  infant  Cooperative  Program 
prior  to  the  formation  of  an  Executive 
Committee. 

“The  Commission  believes."  said  that 
1926  Baptist  bulletin  folder,  “that 
every  Christian  is  under  Just  as  much 
obligation  to  help  carry  forward  the 
Work  of  the  kingdom  beyond  the  bord¬ 
ers  of  his  own  community  as  he  is  to 
help  pay  the  salary  of  his  pastor,  pro-

Nearly  $700,000  of  the  funds  of  the 
European  4tecovery  Act  have  been  al¬ 
located  to  American  publishers  to  re¬ 
compense  them  for  the  amount  of  the 
sales  of  their  publications  in  Germany 
since  German  marks  are  not  conver¬ 
tible  into  American  dollars.

WASHINGTON,  D.  C.  —  <RNS>—  A 
three  -  year  campaign  for  a  million 
dollars  to  finance  a  “resistance  move¬ 
ment,  to  cope  with  the  aggressive  pro¬ 
gram  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Church," 
will  be  launched  by  Protestants  and 
other  Americans  United  for  Separa¬ 
tion  of  Church  and  State,  It  was  an¬ 
nounced  here  at  a  meeting  marking 
the  organization's  first  anniversary. 

The  announcement  charged  that 
Catholics  are  exerting  “aggressive,

praised  the  Supreme  Court’s  decision 
as  “an  historic  landmark  In  the  Inter¬ 
pretation  of  the  religion  clause  of  the 
First  Amendment.” 

It  said  the  court  decision  had 
aroused  public  opinion  “to  the  dan¬ 
ger  which  threatens  religious  liberty 
as  guaranteed  by  separation  of  Church 
and  State. 

According  to  the  statement,  the 
Catholic  Church  has  “extensive  faci¬ 
lities  of  propaganda  and  political  pres¬ 
sure  Implemented  with  huge  financial 
resources.”  and  “removes  itself  from 
democratic  criticism  by  Its  sacrosanc- 
tity." 

It  said  that  the  challenge  to  the 
First  Amendment  and  the  principle 
of  separation  of  Church  and  State  has 
been  "sharply  defined”  by  the  “delay 
In  fulfillment  of  the  President's  as¬ 
surance  that  the  ambassadorship  of 
Myron  C.  Taylor  to  the  Pope  as  head 
of  the  Roman  Catholic  Church  would 
be  discontinued.”

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A  Neglected  Group 

Many  times  we  have  lalleil  at¬ 
tention  to  the  fact  t  li  a  t  static 
churches  have  not  raised  pastors 
salaries  as  much  as  living  costs 
have  ri-  11.  \\V  have  not  changed 
our  opinion. 

There  is  another  group  of  work¬ 
ers  llmt  are  often  forgotten.  We  re¬ 
fer  to  our  educational  directors. 
Music  directors,  church  secretaries 
and  other  salaried  employees  of 
our  churches. 

We  have  frequently  ilt>ted  that 
the  pastor's  salary  was  raised  but 
the  budget  listed  one  or  more  of 
the  above  class  of  workers  at  the 
same  salary. 

When  living  expenses  rise  they 
affect  all.  not  the  pastor  alone. 

Many  educational  directors  and 
ministers  of  music  have  nearly  the 
same  training  or  its  equivalent  as 
the  pastor.  This  fact  should  be 
considered. 

A  few  churches  liave  bought  or 
built  homes  for  the  educational 
director.  Why  not  all?  If  a  church 
is  able  to  employ  such  a  worker, 
it  is  probably  able  to  provide  a 
home. 

There  is  a  critical  shortage  of 
educational  directors.  Perhaps  the 
lack  of  homes  tyitl.  in  many  cases, 
failure  to  pay  salaries  in  keeping 
with  training  and  cost  of  living 
is  contributing  cause  to  this  short¬ 
age. 

We  are  not  minimizing  the  posi¬ 
tion  of  any  pastor.  His  place  is 
first  and  the  educational  director 
and  other  full-time  workers  must 
have  second  place  and  yet,  it  seems 
to  us  that  it  ought  not  to  be  thought 
of  in  terms  of  “first”  or  “second” 
places,  but  rather  in  the  light  of 
two  full-time  specialized  positions 
in  a  church  with  two  workers 
.thoroughly  qualified  to  do  this 
particular  job  in  cooperation  with 
Hie  whole  church  program.  That’s 
the  wav  most  of  them  try  to  work, 
always  recognizing  the  leadership 
of  the  pastor.  That’s  the  way  it 
should  be! 


For  What? 

According  to  Hcligious  News 
Service,  “Myron  C.  Taylor,  |>er- 
sonul  representative  of  President 
Truman  to  the  Vatican,  received 
the  Medal  of  Merit  from  the  Chief 
Executive  during  an  informal  cere¬ 
mony  at  tlie  White  House.” 

Concerning  Taylor,  an  Epis¬ 
copalian,  a  citation  accom¬ 
panying  the  award  said: 

“As  a  diplomatist,  Mr.  Tay¬ 
lor  has  been  the  personal  re¬ 
presentative  of  two  Presidents 
of  the  United  States  to  His 
Holiness  the  Pope  with  the 
rank  of  ambassador. 

“On  many  missions  to  His 
Holiness  and  to  other  leaders 
in  Church  and  State  through¬ 
out  Europe  he  has  labored  dili¬ 
gently  with  men  of  good  will 
in  parallel  efforts  to  promote 
peace  and  concord  among  na¬ 
tions  torn  asunder  by  jealousy, 
hatred  and  ill  will  and  to 
ameliorate  the  misery  which 
inevitably  follows  in  the  wake 
of  war.” 

The  citation  also  mentioned 
Taylor’s  contribution  toward 
stabilized  labor-management 
relations  while  serving  as 
chairman  of  the  United  States 
Steel  Corp. 

It  Is  our  opinion  that  Mr.  Tay¬ 
lor  has  done  nothing  that  could 
not  have  been  done  by  the  Ambas¬ 
sador  to  Italy.  We  understand  that 
the  cost  of  his  services  has  been 
approximately  $10,000  per  year. 
The  American  ambassador  at 
Rome  could  have  performed  these 
duties  at  practically  no  extra  cost. 

The  citation  slates  that  Mr.  Tay¬ 
lor  lias  labored  to  promote  |>eace. 
We  can  recall  many  others  who 
have  also  labored  to  promote  |>cace. 
Why  not  give  them  a  Medal  of 
Merit?  So  far  as  we  can  recall.  Mr. 
Taylor  has  not  accomplished  one 
thing  for  peace  that  could  not  have 
been  done  by  our  Ambassador  to 
Italy. 

As  to  Mr.  Taylor’s  contribution 
toward  stablized  labor-manage¬ 
ment  relations,  many  others  have 
done  likewise.  It  seems  to  us  that 
the  President  was  hard  up  for  rea¬ 
sons  for  bestowing  the  medal. 

Frankly,  we  think  the  reason  for 
Mr.  Taylor’s  position  is  that  Presi¬ 
dent  Truman  is  courting  the  Catho¬ 
lics.

According  to  a  news  dispatch 
from  Religious  News  Service, 
churches  and  religious,  fraternal, 
civic  and  |>atriotic  groups  in  Mia¬ 
mi.  Florida,  have  been  asked  by 
City  Manager  O.  P.  Hart  to  end 
gambling  carried  on  in  the  name 
of  charity. 

Gambling  is  wrong  regardless  of 
the  sponsor.  No  church  should  pro¬ 
mote  gambling  in  any  form.  We 
shall  ever  be  thankful  for  the 


stand  of  the  First  Baptist  Church 
of  Pontotoc,  our  last  |>astorate. 
They  have  a  rule  against  any 
money  raising  schemes. 

In  all  God's  Word,  there  is  no 
command  to  raise  money  by  gamb¬ 
ling.  oyster  sup|>ers,  ice  cream 
(Kirlies,  quilt  schemes  or  bingo 
games. 

Tithes  and  offerings  is  God’s 
Plan.  Churches  using  this  plan 
prosper.  Churches  using  other 
plans  lack  the  res|K*ct  of  even  the 
unchurched. 

Tlie  plea  of  the  Miami  City 
Manager  follows: 

MIAMI.  Fla. — (RNS) — Churches 
and  religious,  fraternal,  civic  and 
patriotic  groups  here  have  been 
called  upon  by  City  Manager  O.  P. 
Hart  to  end  gambling  carried  on  in 
the  name  of  charity. 

At  the  same  time.  Police  Chief 
Walter  E.  Headley  warned  that 
racket  elements  were  infiltrating 
into  bingo  and  slot  machine  games 
and  were  taking  in  a  percentage  of 
profits. 

Both  Hart  and  Headley  said  that 
bingo  and  slot  machines,  while 
conducted  by  reputable  groups, 
tended  to  create  the  gambling  in¬ 
stinct  amQng  young  and  old. 

Hart  offered  such  groups  the 
use  of  the  football  stadium  and 
other  municipal  centers  for  the 
staging  of  entertainment  in  lieu 
of  gambling.

We  Wonder  Why 

Not  so  long  ago.  Clara  Booth  Lure, 
noted  columnist  and  a  member  of  the 
congress  embraced  the  Catholic  faith 
and  renounced  the  public  life  disap¬ 
proved  by  that  faith.  Her  action  was 
heralded  far  and  wide,  the  winning  of 
such  a  personality  giving  occasion 
for  effective  publicity.  We  have  no 
quarrel  with  Catholics  for  capitalizing 
upon  decisions  like  this  and  we  only 
wonder  why  cases  In  reverse  are  not 
publicized.  Mrs.  Luce  renounced 
another  faith  In  favor  of  the  Catholic 
belief. 

At  the  same  time  that  Mrs  Luce  was 
making  her  spectacular  transfer,  “the" 
Rev.  Noel  Patrick  Conlon,  member  of 
the  order  of  Franslscans  and  member 
of  the  faculty  of  Bonaventure  College. 
Alleghaney.  New  York,  was  renounc¬ 
ing  his  Catholic  faith  and  forming  an 
affiliation  with  a  protestant  organiza¬ 
tion.  Perhaps  the  lack  of  publicity  In 
the  second  Instance  Is  due  to  the 
failure  of  the  non -Catholic  groups  to 
make  the  proper  contact  with  the 
public  pres*.  The  cause,  however, 
seems  to  be  deeper  than  this.  All  too 
often  In  this  new  and  democratic 
country  we  have  found  a  prejudiced 
press. 

But  there  Is  no  disposition  to  place 
all  the  blame  upon  the  press  and  to 
cover  up  the  multiple  of  sins  for  which 
the  average  non-CathOllc  group  must 
ultimately  give  an  accounting.  It  Is 
generally  known  that  the  Catholic 
“entra"  Is  measurably  greater  than 
other  groups  and  that  as  a  semi-relig¬ 
ious  order  they  really  work  at  the  Job 
of  getting  over  to  the  printed  pages  of 
the  nation:  whereas  the  groups,  en¬ 
tirely  religious  and  non  -  Catholic, 
merely  play  at  the  Job.  The  publicity 
in  the  Luce  and  Conlon  cases  will  bear 
study,  since  It  must  reflect  In  the 
main,  an  unfair  press  or  a  lack  of 
publicity  Interest  on  the  part  of  the 
religious  group.— Editor  L.  A.  Myers  In 
The  Baptist  New  Mexican.

Several  DRY  SHERIFFS  in  Missis¬ 
sippi  who  are  doing  their  best  to  en¬ 
force  our  laars  especially  those  against 
strong  drink  hare  requested  that  we 
urge  the  Christian  people  to  coope¬ 
rate  whole  heartedly  in  this  great 
work.

-  Alcohol -caused -deaths,  and  deaths 
in  which  alcohol  is  a  serious  but  hid¬ 
den  factor  Are  increasing. 

"The  American  people  are  drinking 
more,  not  less. 

‘Hard  liquor  consumption  Is  not 


shrinking;  Instead  of  the  177.000  re¬ 
tail  liquor  outlets  as  in  1919.  Just  prior 
to  prohibition,  there  are  now  more 
than  464.000. 

“Liquor  consumption  under  prohibi¬ 
tion  was,  according  to  official  inquiry, 
65  per  cent  less  than  It  Is  today. 

"Liquor  taxes  are  offset  three  to 
one  by  liquor  expenditures,  while  li¬ 
quor-caused  social  waste,  alone,  tops 
liquor  revenue. 

“Prohibition  enforcement’s  net  cost 
to  U.  S.  A.  was  nil,  despite  claims 
to  the  contrary. 

“Wet  statisticians  Ignore  many 
economic  benefits  under  prohibition 
radical  reduction  of  the  national  debt, 
income  tax  expansion  under  repeal, 
record  breaking  gains  during  prohibi¬ 
tion  years,  of  new  life  Insurance  writ¬ 
ten.  an  upward  spiral  in  the  automo¬ 
bile  industry,  and  the  emergence, 
1920-1930.  of  a  new  billion  dollar  busi¬ 
ness  in  fruit  juices  and  non  alcoholic 
beverages. 

“Moreover  the  wets’  eulogy  of  re¬ 
peal  conceals  liquor's  developing  at¬ 
tack  upon  laws  which  have  guaran¬ 
teed  the  right  of  the  people  to  vote 
on  the  question  and  attack  which  has 
already  stripped  twelve  states  of  this 
privilege." 

Concluding  the  Foundation  says:  “On 
the  basis  of  1934-1947  ‘Justifies  repeal.’ 
is  about  as  reasonable  a  claim  as  It 
would  be  to  assert  that  the  results  of 
World  War  II  justified  the  claims  and 
pretensions  of  the  pompous  author  of 
Mein  Kampf.”

They 
were  partners  in  a  fishing  firm  which 
must  have  been  very  successful  Peter 
had  a  home  in  Capernaum.  We  know  that, 
later,  John  had  a  home  in  Jerusalem.

Jr* as  as  tbe  Lamb  a#  God.  and  they  may 
have  been  with  him  daring  port  or  most 
of  Him  Judean  ministry.  They  were  with 
him  at  Jacob's  well  and  at  the  weddtag 
fraot  ia  (Wan.  Yet  they  retained  their 
business  ronaecUoan  and  wroagbt  at  their 
profession  for  tbe  sap  part  of  their  fami¬ 
lies  Now,  however,  they  get  their  rail  to 
abandon  see  alar  pursuits  and  give  them¬ 
selves  wholly  lo  the  ministry. 

The  first  pair  was  Simon  Peter  and 
Andrew.  They  were  busy  at  their  work, 
being  at  the  moment  engaged  in  casting 
a  net  into  the  aea.  Expert  fishermen, 
they  were  in  ths  lake,  and  their  Orest 
Observer  aaw  in  them  expert  fishermen 
in  the  oceans  of  humanity.

The  served  pair.  James  and  John,  sons 
of  Zebedee.  were  but  a  few  rods  distant 
on  the  beach.

Have  Fewer  Than  200

More  than  64  per  cent  of  all  of  the 
churches  In  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  have  fewer  than  200  mem¬ 
bers.  according  to  Information  sup¬ 
plied  by  the  assoc  iational  clerks  which 
will  appear  in  the  1949  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  Handbook  soon  to  be  published  by 
the  Baptist  Sunday  School  Board. 

Of  the  26.822  churches  In  the  South¬ 
ern  Baptist  Convention,  32.8  per  cent 
have  fewer  t^an  100  members.  31 J 
per  cent  have  between  101-200  mem¬ 
bers,  and  89.3  per  cent  of  the  total 
number  have  500  members  or  less.

MEMPHIS.  Tenn.  — <RNS' —  A  Mem¬ 
phis  druggist.  N.  R.  Garner,  president 
of  the  Tennessee  Pharmaceutical  As¬ 
sociation  announced  that  he  has  quit 
stocking  comic  books  of  any  kind. 

“I  began  to  notice.”  said  Oamer, 
"the  first  books  children  pick  up  are 
the  ones  with  the  wrong  kind  of  cov¬ 
ers.  I  picked  up  r/gne  of  them  myself 
and  looked  through  them.  They  were 
awful. 

"There  are  300  to  400  dlffent  comic 
books.  I  figured  I  didn't  have  the  time 
to  read  through  all  of  them  to  see 
which  ones  were  all  right.  So  I  Just 
stopped  buying  them.” 

Gamer  said  he  also  has  cut  down 
drastically  on  the  “confession"  type 
of  magazine,  which  he  thinks  can  be 
Just  as  harmful  to  teen-agers  as  the 
comic  books  are  to  the  younger  child¬ 
ren. 

He  said  he  believes  the  drive  to 
clean  up  comics  should  begin  with 
the  publishers — but  In  the  meantime, 
he’s  going  to  call  the  whole  matter 
to  the  attention  of  the  pharmaceuti¬ 
cal  association,  with  the  recommenda¬ 
tion  that  “these  books  should  be 
cleaned  up  everywhere.”

Russion-Zone  Guarantees 
Religious  Liberty  In  Berlin 

BERLIN  — (RN8> —  Religious  liberty 
Is  quaranteed  In  the  new  constitution 
drafted  by  the  Soviet -sponsored  "Peo¬ 
ple’s  Council.” 

A  member  of  the  Christian  Demo¬ 
cratic  Union,  a  political  party  com¬ 
prising  Protestants  and  Roman  Catho¬ 
lics.  Dr.  Herwegen  said  the  charter 
"guarantees  everyone  full  liberty  or 
belief  and  conscience.  • 

"It  puts  the  undisturbed  exercise  of 
religious  activities  under  the  protec¬ 
tion  of  the  republic,”  he  said,  "and 
stipulates  only  that  church  Institu¬ 
tions  and  religious  activities  must  not 
be  misused  for  political  purposes 

"Nobody  can  be  forced  to  reveal  his 
membership  In  a  religious  body  under 
the  terms  of  the  new  constitution,  nor 
can  anyone  be  forced  to  participate 
In  church  activities.” 

"There  will  be  no  financial  relations 
between  the  Church  and  the  State. 

"Religious  Instruction  will  be  per¬ 
mitted  In  schools,  but  such  Instruc¬ 
tion  must  be  given  by  persons  select¬ 
ed  by  the  churches.  Parents  may  de¬ 
cide  whether  a  child  shall  participate 
in  such  instruction  until  the  child 
reaches  the  age  of  14  years.”
